Students From All Over The 
Globe Study Journalism At 
Record "Cubs" School Here 


Rapid Growth May Necessitate Formation of Second 


College; Hawaiians Come Here; Prof. W. G. 


Bleyer Chairman of Department 


The course in journalism at the 


university has shown such an in- 
creased attendance this year that it 
ia probable that/it will be made a 
separate college within a year or 
two. Pr,of. .W. G. Bleyer offered the 
first course in .journalism at the uni- 
versity-in 1905 and with that modest 
beginning the school has expanded 
until 269 students were registered 
this fall, an increase of 22 percent 
over last year. 


"The course in newspaper report- 


ing, with U7 students, is tha largest 
ever enrolled here and probably in 
any school of journalism," said Prof. 
Bleyer, who is director of the course. 
"About 43G students are enrolled in 
the seven professional courses of 
study offered by the journali«m,.de- 
partmcnt, including the 269 students 
who are taking the four-year course 
and a number from other university 


departments. About 84 are studying 
copyreading and headline writing, 
including practical work in the de- 
partment's printing laboratory, and 
60 are learning to, write feature ar- 
ticles for Sunday1) newspapers and 
magazines. Eighteen ate specializing 
in the country newspaper course." 
"Statistics show that 48 of the 


journalism "cubs" came from other 
states and colleges to attend the 
'Wisconsin course. These transfer 
students came from all parts of the 
globe, from Hawaii, and Washing- 
ton to California and Cornell. Prof. 
Bleyer organized the department of 
journalism in 1906, thus dividing 
honors with the University 6f Miss- 
ouri in establishing the first jour- 
nalism course in the United States. 
He is the author of several journal- 
ism text books and is sponsor for 
the journalism student house.

sult of his lone hard scientific re- 
search on Government expenditures 
in the form o[ a circle, now famil- 
iar to us as "the appropriation pie." 


. . . "Wo knew the world war cost 


twenty-five millions in dead, unac- 
counted millions sick, thirty-seven 
'billions in property destroyed, one 
'"hundred and eighty-six billions in 


public debt. We knew there 
was 


Vimine and pestilence and fighting; 
and all the aftermath of war. We 
were being told how much more de- 
structive, how much more frightful 
in cost of human life and money the 
next war was to be. But it was 
left for this little concrete problem 
in fractions prepared by Dr. Rosa 
to fix the attention of the American 
public upon the enormity of the sin 
of war. 
Dr. .Rosa's table started

throughout the nation. 


"It is plain to the casual observ- 


er that disarmament as a preven- 
tive of aggressive war must begin 
with tho navy. With four million 
men already drilled it would be easy 
for the militarists to put us into 
•war if we have a navy. A navy is 
not needed for defense to a nation 
like OU5S, capable of supplying its 
own needs in case of attack. 


"This reasoning lead to the con- 


centration of the disarmament ac- 
tivities on tho Borah amendment 
whose purpose was to secure the 
calling of a conference of the three 
great naval powers—Great Britain, 
Japan, and tho U. S. 


t 
"A group of able, fearless, exper- 


ienced younfr women who belong to 
the National Women's Party wore 
the nucleus of the Women's 
Com- 


mittee 
for 
World Disarmament. 


This group started the movement 
for Easter . Sunday Disarmament 
Day and sponsored a great mass 
meeting in Washington at 
which 


Senator Borah spoke for his amend- 
ment. 


"At their convention in April the 


National League of Women Voters 
adopted resolutions endorsing 
an 


internatioal conference on limita- 
tion of armaments. Thig action was 
of verv great importance not only 
as it freed and enthused the experi- 
enced leaders of the suffrage cause 
throughout the nation to work for 
:lisiirmament, but .also as it affect- 
od Congress and the r.ation. 


"It should1 be remembered "that 


l!i<! unknown quantity" represented 
thy women's votes on the disarma- 
ment issue has special weight with 
Cimcv'.'esa and 
the 
administration 


a\'vf whom there always hangs the 
perplexing 
problem of the next 


••la-lion. 


"April IP, on the same day, al- 


, though not at the same hour, Presi- 


dc-nt Harding received deputations 
of women from the League of Wom- 
en Voters and from the Women's 
Comniitee for World Disarmament. 


"The appeal to tho churches for 


disarmament week met with won- 
derl'iil response. The National Ed- 
ucational Association labor 
and 


farm and Business organizations to- 
gether with nomo very important 
newspapers all had powerful 
in- 


fluence with Congress and the Pres- 
ident in causing them to feel 
the 


urge to action. 


"Soon after the Borah Amend- 


ment had passed both Houses 
of 


Congress practically unanimously, 
President Harding issued 
the call 


for an international conference. He 
did not call in along the lines sug- 
gested by the Borah 
resolutions. 


Fie included the discussion of the 
Pacific 
and Far 
East questions 


which necessarily complicates the 
program and makes the accomplish- 
ment of tho specific object of dis- 
armament much more difficult. 


"President Harding selected Sec- 


• • rctary of State 
Hughes, 
Senator 


• Lodge, Elihu Root, 
and 
Senator 


Underwood to represent the people 
of the United States on the confer- 
ence. 
With the possible exception 


of Secretary Hughes, who is a 
strict conservative, our commission 
is made up of 'the Old Guard' style 
of statesman. 


"The fact that our newly enfran- 


' chiaed women arc not represented 


on a conference in which the .pe- 
culiar interests of women are so 
supremely at stake is further evi- 
dence of the absence of the pro- 
prw-sive spirit in its personnel and 
ideals. 


"Tho continued efforts of the ad- 


ministration to warn the 
public 


against the danger of expecting too 
much of the conference and to pre- 
pare tho people for disappointment 
or possible failure is causing wide- 
spread fiuoationing as to what it 
till means. 


'•Great Eritlin rmd 4apan are not 


trying to repress the hopes and as- 
pi'i tions of their people as to the 


1 results of the conference. 


"Mr. Lloyd George, speaking in 


relation to President Harding's in- 


• vitation, said: 


"It matters not what treaties are 


signed, what pacts are entered in- 
to between nations, what 
under- 


.; standings they may 
establish; it 


makes no difference what leagues 
or associations they may found, if 
nations arm against each other for 
•war—war will ensue in the end.' 
He is hopeful 'that when the con- 
ference meets it will lead to some- 
thing beyond mere resolutions in 
favor of' disarmament 
and 
will 


.load to an understanding and real» 
L*rrangement involving the keeping 
!«£ theie armaments within in- 


nocuous limits.' 


"In all their statements report- 


ed in the press,' the Japanese while 
they have been very wary of the 
Pacific and Far East issues, have 
spoken with the utmost 
frankness 


and enthusiasm of their desire to 
join in a program of naval disarm- 
ament. The fear that the people 
will expect too much is not har- 
rowing the minds of the Japanese 
statesmen. 


"No; if the conference fails to 


bring forth substantial results, the 
responsibility of the failure will be 
upon tho United States. 
This is 


the fact that the plain people of 
the United States must 
grasp if 


the conference is to be a turning 
point in the world's history. 


"In spite of 
the 
conservative 


character iof our commission and 
the seeming fear of the adminis- 
tration that the people may expect 
too much, it is possible that an 
overwhelming popular demand may 
secure some very much worth while 
results from the international con- 
ference which meets in Washington 
or. Armistice.day. 


"This faith is confirmed by the 


knowledge that there arc very .pow- 
erful forces quite independent^ 
war weariness which 
are driving 


those engaged in commercial riv- 
alry to see the necessity of disarm- 
ament. 
'"All throueh the hot 
days of 


summer the senate finance commit- 
tee has been holding tariff hear- 
ings. From all parts of the coun- 
try come manufacturers asking far 
tariffs mountain high against Ger- 
many; they fear competition with 
Germany because she has no army 
and navy to support. 


"The date of disarmament 
will 


not be settled by the failure of the 
Washington conference to meet its 
plain responsibilities. 


"In Wisconsin -we have learned 


that one failure' or two or more 
failures on the part of the people 
to get' what, they want does 
not 


defeat a principle or 
destroy 
a 


cause. 


"We propose to do all in 
our 


power • to 
make tne 
confeernce 


serve our ends, but we are not to 
be 
blindfolded, 
or 
muzzled or 


swervey from ohr course by an am- 
bush. 
The United States set the 


pace for this mad increase in arm- 
aments. .If the other nations will 
join in a change of policy, well and 
good, but if the other nations are 
afraid, it is up to us, the strong- 
est, the best fortified, the richest 
and most powerful to demonstrate 
that we are not afraid. 


"And we need not wait until aft- 


er the international conference has 
closed its doors to make our inten- 
tions known. 


"Begin, now. 
Under the consti- 


tution President Harding will de- 
liver at the opening of congress in 
December a message on the "state 
of the nation. He will make sug- 
gestions as to the army and navy 
appropriations. 
Let us flood the 


white house with messages asking 
him to recommend radical reduc- 
tions in those appropriations—that 
the army be reduced to a pre-war 
basis and that .battleship building 
and all other preparations for of- 
fensive naval welfare. 


"And while we are writing the 


president, let us tell him haw we 
fel about publicity at the confer- 
ence. Publicity simply means that 
the official proceedings shall 
be 


.-recorded and .mado public as 'are 
the proceedings of congress 
and 


other parliamentary bodies. 
' "Thus i-f President Harding has 
not modified the pledge he is re- 
ported in the press to have made, 
that the conference shall be held 
in the full light of public opinion.

naval building plans is that we are 
out for conquest of the 
world's 


trade; that we',are ready to inter- 
vene in Mexico; that we intend to 
dictate by armed force the policy 
of Japan, Great Britain and France 
and other nations in China. 
. "With our own race 
problem, 


with our sins in Hayti-Santo Do- 
mingo, with Philippine independ- 
ence still far off, shall we tax the 
American people to support great 
armies -and 'navies on the theory 
tint the inscrutible problems of 
Asia ran be settled by 
another 


world war involving- all the races 
of men, terrible' beyond all power 
of the imagination to conceive? 


"N%or need we join a league of 


nations, nor an Anglo-Japaese Al- 
liance, nor an-Anglo-French Alli- 
ance, nor wait for the elaborate 
machinery of a world court to" in- 
sure our safety before we set the 
world an example of disarmament. 
Remember this bit* naval policy of 
ours came after an armistice. 


"Consider cur-place in the sun be- 


fore thfi world war. We had main- 
tained the Monroe Doctrine, built 
the Panama Canal, stood for the 
open door in China, and otherwise 
maintained a dignified foreign pol- 
icy." 


"Consider what would happen if 


wo should reduce our army and na- 
vy to a defensive basis and the Gov- 
ments 
of 
_ England 
and 
• Japan 


should refuse to follow our example. 


"If certain lines of big business 


in the United States are afraid of 
German competition because Ger- 
many no longer has an army and 
navy to support/what would the na- 
;ions say that' must compete with 
the United States when the'billions 
of doUnni now-wasted oa armaments. 


are invested in useful 
enterprise 


and national development. 


"If ever public opinion put over 


an issue it can put over disarma- 
ment. 


"Disarmament 
does not remove 


the causes of differences between 
nations any more than making un- 
lawful the carrying of swords and 
pistols by individuals removes the 
causes of personal quarrels. 
Disar- 


mament of nation, like disarmament 
of individuals, dispels un reasoning 
fear and danger of hasty action, bar- 
barous killing—which, after all, set- 
tos nothing. This'is plain, common 
sense that satisfied the reasoning 
and experience of every day people. 


"I have purposely not, wasted 


your time answering the worn-out 
refuted argumentjS in defense of 
war; that it makes for progress- 
look at the world today, the after- 
math of war; nor that disarmament 
is 'impractical—Germany 
is 
dis- 


armed; nor that war always has 
been and always will be—every at- 
tempt in history to abolish an evil 
institution has met with that har- 
rangue—the inquisition, witchcraft, 
duelling—every form of autocracy. 


"I have purposely not dwelt on 


the horrors of the world wnr, not 
tried to arouse your emotions with 
recital of still more terrible horrors 
of the next war. There is no need. 
All these agonizing thoughts still 
per/ide our consciousness. Perhaps 
excepting Dr. Rosa's contribution to 
disarmament. Will Irwin's book has 
been the next great factor in arous- 
ing public opinion against another. 
war. 
, .. 
"The United States suffered the 


least in the world war, but we did 
suffer—the blight of suspicion and 
hate; 
constitutional 
liberties re- 


voked; persecution; and many died. 


"I spent the great part of that 


dark time at the bedside of our sick 
boy, longing to relieve his pain. Nor 
one hour passed that my heart did 
not go out in inexpressible sympa- 
thy to the millions and millions of 
mothers who did not know where 
their-boys were —in the trenches 
amidst filth and vermin—bombed— 
gassed—crippled—blinded—left 
to 


die on battle fields amidst those 
horrible sights and sounds. 


"It is for us who lived through 


those sad, terrible years and es 
caped the hell of slaughter, starva 
tion and plague, to make good Pres 
ident Harding's "never again." The 
first step in attaining that goal is 
disarmament.

OVIET Russia — the world's greatest prison. 


So it was called by Charles R. Crane, for- 
mer United States minister to China, who 


recently returned home by way of Moscow, Pet- 
rograd and Riga. 


"It is a great prison, and all the inhabitants 


are prisoners, living in cell-like grooves," de- 


clared Mr. Crane. "If they 
make an attempt to get out 
of their cells, they are, fig- 
uratively, taken to the hang- 


man. 


"When the 
rebuilding of 


Russia comes, it must come 
altogether from the outside. 
The machinery in use at pres- 
ent will be of absolutely no 
value. And the thousands of 
refugees who have been forc- 
ed to flee the land must bring 
about the rebuilding." 


Among these refugeeS) Mr. 


Crane said, are many former college professors 
— men of great erudition and ability. Some of 
these have been taken care of in other coun- 
tries. The rest certainly should be, he stated, 
until conditions are ripe for their return to 
Russia. 


The former minister made the cross-conti- 


nental trip in a party of five. When askdd of 
his treatment by the soviet government, he 
replied that he had so little to. do with it that 
he could not speak authoritatively on its atti- 
tudVtowaTds Americans.

"The starvation there is very real, however. 


It it is more than a mere lack of 'food. 
It 


is intellectual, artistic, and spiritual starvation 
as well. The great era of Russian art, litera- 
ture, and drama promised at the outset of the 
soviet, regime did not materialize." 


Mr. Crane disclaimed clairvoyant powers, and 


hence could not predict the end of Lenine's 


present is more than enough to 


occupy one's attention, he said. It is infinitely 
worse than the imperial regime, even of the days 
of Ivan the Terrible. 


"Here, we think that it takes years of ap- 


prenticeship to make a good carpenter; still 
more years to make an able lawyer or physician.
